be different.

Calvin Coolidge happier 
than to 


have his lifelong friend and admirer, 
Dr. Burton, named on the ticket with 
him. 
The politicians are not "sold" 


on the idea of naming an unknown 
quantity, but if objections to the 
various men named, become too ve- 
hement they may come to the choice 
of Dr. Burton and the least objec- 
tionable.

this document, which is expected to 
become the official party slogan thru 
formal adoption before adjournment 
this 
afternoon, 
the g. o. p., with 


President Coolidge as its standard 
bearer will go before the voters at 
the November election. 


In a smoke-filled room of the Cleve- 


land hotel the planks were hewn, one 
by one, with many stormy struggles. 
Far mbloc 
representatives of the 


committee staged a long attack upon 
:he agriculture relief provision but 
just before dawn they were com- 
pelled to accept what they described 
as a "luke warm" compromise. 


Spirited clashes also were fought 


on the ku klux klan and world court 
issues. The rest of the Coolidge pro- 
posals went thru with only minor 
modifications. 


The first clash started when Gov- 


ernor Elaine of Wisconsin read to 
the committee a set of resolutions 
denouncing former Attorney General 
Daugherty and former Secretary of 
the Interior Fall. Delegate Adams of 
Oregon moved that the resolutions 
be "sent back to LaFollette" and 
amidst hisses and cheers his' motion 
was ruled out of order by Warren.

The 
board says it is unable to receivu 
more prisoners except as terms ex- 
pire and as the pardon board issues 
paroles. 


The board cites the action of the 


legislature in cutting down appropri- 
ations for new buildings at the peni- 
tentiary and reformatory for men.

the

prisoners at the rate of 50 and 75 
cents a day. 


Mr. Allyn says the board realizes

WHEAT PROSPECT IS 


NOT SO GOOD NOW 


Hessian 
Fly 
and 
ITnfavorafcle 


Weather Have Done Much to 


Reduce Condition of the 


Nebraska Crop. 


Winter wheat deteriorated consid- 


erably. 
Oats acreage unchanged, 


more barley planted, and spring 
wheat decreased. Condition of spring 
grains, all hay and pastures low due 
to unfavorable weather. Soil in fine 
tilth except in wheat fields and im- 
proveemnt in most crops may be 
expected 
under 
favorable 
June 


weather, says the division of crop 
and livestock estimates. 


Winter wheat 
dropped fourteen 


points during May and the present 
condition of 75 per cent indicates a 
crop of 41439,000 buehels as com- 
pared to 28,220,000 bushels last year 
and 52,244,00 bushels, 
the 
1918-22 


average. Contrary to expectations, 
wheat is thin, lacking in vitality and 
the heads short with two or three of 
the lower wheat spiklets undevel- 
oped. 
While wheat fields appear 


Quite good from the moving train or 
auto, this is misleading, as a more 
thoro inspection in the field will 
reveal. 
The reduced wheat prospects are 


due to the ill effects of Hessian fly 
and unfavorable weather. Fly dam- 
age is greater than expected as evi- 
denced 
by 
a 
number 
of dead 


branches and weakened vitality of 
the wheat stool. The almost torren- 
tial rains last fall packed the soil 
severely.. The abundant moisture 
resulted in a shallow root system 
and wheat, weakened also by the fly, 
could not withstand the 
spring 


drouth. 
The soil is badly cracked and 


packed and tinder this condition the 
light spring showers were not effec- 
tive. Wheat on bo.ttom land, that 
along fence rows, and on properly 
rotated land is fairly good, but much 
of the balance is far below expecta- 
tions. The spring brood of the fly is 
late in emerging, and if further de- 
layed, the damage from this brood 
may not be large. 


The area of oats planted is the 


same as last year. 2.456,000 acres. 
The condition of 78 per cent indi- 
cates a crop of 63.217.000 bushels as 
compared to 81,048.000 bushels a 
ylar ago and 67,070.000 bushels the 
1918-22 average. Sufficient moisture 
will improve the crop considerably. 


Spring wheat acreage decreased 


20 per cent This leaves 282.000 
acres for harvest compared to 352,- 
^00 acres last year. The condition 
of 78 per cent indicates a crop of 
2.750.000 bushels against S.I6S.OOO 
bushels a year ago. The present 
estimate of ail wheat is 44.1S9.0no 
bushel? against 31.388.000 bushels 
last year. 


While com is late, this was also 


the case a jear ago when some of 
the planting was not finished until 
June. At that time the fields were 
extremely weedy due to cocticued 
rains. This >ear fie^as are in fine 
tiith and wi"^ •orarm"- weather corn 
w;ll come rapidly

larger. ."S6.'">f'0 acres against 339.000 
acres iaM year. The c-onditio- rf 74 
rer ceat forecast? a crop of 7J13.000 


bushels against 9,492,000 bushels a 
year ago and 5,586,000 bushels, the 
1918-22 average. 


Rye is rated at 82 per cent, and 


the production 1,699,000 bushels as 
compared to 1,584,000 bushels a year 
ago. 


The acreage of tame hay increased 


4 per cent. The condition is 81 per 
cent. The increased acreage came 
largely from alfalfa and clover. The 
rst crop of alfalfa is not as heavy as 
a year ago, but the quality is better. 
The condition of alfalfa is 81 per 
cent; timothy, 79 per cent; clover, 
S3 per cent; timothy clover mixed, 
82 per cent. 


The condition of wild hay is 78 per 


cent. The dry spring reduced 
the 


prospects considerably. Pastures are 
reported at 75 per cent of normal. 


Fruit crops are rated as follows: 


Apples, 75 per cent; pears, 60 per 
cent; peaches, 12 per cent; black- 
berries and raspberries, 85 per cent. 
Home gardens are reported 72 per 
cent, and melons, 73 per cent of 
normal. 


The farm labor supply is 96 per 


cent and the demand 91 per cent, in- 
dicating that the supply exceeds the 
demand 5.5 per cent.

Dr. Chalmers, however, does not 


advocate repeal, nor changes in the 
dry 
law permitting the return of 


liquor, but 
he does demand rnore 


freedom for physicians.. Liquor is 
absolutely necessary in the treat- 
ment of many diseases, he said. 


"In some cases it determines be- 


tween life and death," he said. "I 
believe the majority of physicians 
in America realize 
its value and

He quoted a play- 
wright's outcry against the adulterated English used by the players, 
their lack of precision of speech, etc. Then-, -warming to his subject, 4. 
he declared flatly that "culture is no part of" the ambition of the 
rank and file (a term he is plainly fond of). Yet one of their most 
flaring faults is an absence of culture. Still, that defect would be 


ardly noticeable if 90 per cent of our players were college grad- 
uates. 


"Possibly some exception might be made in favor of the oc- 


casional Shakespearian sketch (?). Yes, the average actor's culture 
begins and ends with Shakespeare." 


Who said logic? The actor has no culture—he has no ambition 


for culture—yet the average actor's culture begins and ends with 
Shakespeare. Naturally, this stranger has a plan for the cultural 
redemption of our deteriorating profession. Yes, in the vernacular 
of this locality, "he sure has." 


and vivid imagery so needed in adapting oneself to greatly differing 
characters. 


As for our stranger's fleer at the culture that begins and ends 
with Shakespeare, Will's instructions, his warnings to the players in 
Hamlet, clear, curt, authoritative, make him today the world's best 
teacher of acting. And the man who lives in close studious com- 
panionship for some years with Shakespeare, will probably show as 
much culture and poise as the college graduate. ^

BOBBED HAIR 
AND BEAUTY 


The evolution of the bob, will th e 
next 
fad be still more closely- 


cropped heads—or long hair again?

The bob has gone thru a decided 


metamorphosis since it was original- 
ly made somewhat the fashion by 
Irene Castle As we all know, it is 
now almost universal among younger 
women. And, to my mind, much bit- 
ter looking. The so-called "shingle" 
is the latest cut. It is very late here, 
in fact, has become at all general 
only in the last few months: but it 
was originated in Paris about a year 
and a. half ago.

The "shingle," as worn in Paris, 


is really 
short—praitically 
like a 


man's hair cut, except that the ears 
are generally covered. The front can 
be arranged in various ways, cover- 
ing the forehead; 
in 
fact, the ar- 


rangement of the front hair does not 
differ from past years. 
Over here 


many people modify the "shingle," 
and tho people 
here do not wear 


their bobs either as long or as bushy 
as were the first bobs, they do not 
wear them 
as 
short as in Paris. 


Americans have always liked fluffier 
and fancier heads than the French, 
however, so the fact that they con- 
tinue this in their bobs is not sur- 
prising. However, the influence of 
the bob here has been, in general, 
to produce neater and ^plainer look- 
ing heads, which is, in my opinion, 
an enormous advance. 


In the meantime, the hunt for the 


barber who can give one the desired 
hair cut is like the pursuit of fortune 
—we are,always hoping to find him 
around the corner, but rarely do. I 
have a friend who is always becom- 
ing tremendously enthusiastic over 
some new-found treasure in a tonso- 
rial parlor, and insists on nay going 
to him. Immediately after my first 
visit there she says that she thinks 
he gives the worst hair cm of feny- 
one she has tried: That's the way 
it goes with women and "bobs."

FORMER BANKER PLUNGED AT 


AN UNFORTUNATE TIME. 


A Former County Treasurer of' 


Nance County Also Thinks He 


Eas Served Long Enough 


Por Embezzlement. 


Herbert H. Barge, former banker 


of Hoskins. made his third trip Tues- 
day before the state board of par- 
dons and paroles. 
While cashier of 


the Farmers State bank afHoskins, 
he embezzled funds to pay for Colo- 
rado ajyi Nebraska real estate. When 
the crash came, he gave quit claim 
jeeds to the land also gave up his 
home. 
He was sentenced to from 


one to ten years on April 30, 1921. 


He told the board that had abnor- 


mal conditions continued a bi< long- 
er, he would have cleaned up in good 
shape. 
He blamed a shrinkage in 


deposits and also a shrinkage in the 
bank's customer list to his connec- 
tion with the council of defense in 
war time. The board has many let- 
ters asking favorable action in his 
case. 
Judge Welch who tried the 


case, is quoted as saying: 


"1 imposed 
sentence 
on 
two 


counts so that the same should be 
served 
concurrently. 
He should 


serve the full maximum." 


Finis L. Anderson, first .man be- 


fore the board following the long 
tangle over the Simmons case, per- 
mitted his foot to slip while serving 
as county treasurer of Nance county 
and embezzled county funds to the 
extent of approximately $34,000. Tb<e 
loss was made good by himself, his 
father and a brother. He served as 
deputy treasurer from 1915 to 1919. 
and as treasurer from 1919 to 1923. 
At the conclusion of his term, an 
audit revealed the shortage. 


Sutter Wants Credit. 


Arlo D. Sutter, twenty-eight, con- 


victed of second degree murder in 
connection with the killing of his 
wife, asked the board to credit him 
with time spent In prison prior to 
sentence. 
His sentence, deducting 


good time, expires July 17, 1926, ac- 
cording to the prison records. 


Sutter was first sentenced on May 


2, 1917, to life. The supreme court 
reversed the decision on the ground 
that evidence regarding the wife's 
alleged intent to commit suicide, had 
been excluded. 
He was remanded 


August 17, 1917, and tried again in. 
November, 1918. The jury~disagreed 
and he was tried a third time at the 
June, 1919, term of court. He was 
then found guilty, the jury recom- 
mending mercy. 
He was sentenced 


to serve ten years. 


Mike 
Supik, 
convicted in Knox 


county of shooting to kill and sen- 
tenced to from one to twenty years, 
asked for a parole. The prison re- 
cords shows that he confessed at the 
trial to the »hooting of one Hagge. 
Claus Hagge. 
father of the young 


man who carries more than seventy 
shot in his head, vigorously opposed 
the application. 
The son also was 


present. He was shot while sitting 
in a room chatting with Miss 
Kate 


Peitsmeier. The shooting was done 
from a point just outside tlje win 
dow. 
Supik denied that he was jeal- 


ous or that he did the shooting.

mate, was prosecuted in Gage county 
and convicted at the instigation of 
his father for writing 
a 
no-fund 


check. 
The 
father now urges 


parole. 


Rapid-Fire Career.

the role of labor advocate? 
We can answer 


that ourselves. 
It is. 
Clarence worked the 


newspapers for so much free publicity that he 
is now able to -fix his own fees, and the dollars 
of the rich have as pleasant a jingle to his 
earn when in his own pockets as they had be- 
fore the transformation occurred. 


Eeing a bit inclined to be logical we rise to 


remark that there does not seem to be any 
apparent connection between the claim of the 
democrats that within their ranks are encom- 
passed most of the progressives of the country 
and the prediction that if LaFollette runs he 
will draw most of his support from the republi- 
can ranks and thus make certain the election 
of the democratic candidate. 
LaFollette has 


no strength outside of the radicals and if the 
radicals are nearly all inside the democratic
